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ONE WAY TO OUT TAXES

The sincerity of the desire of the
leginlature and the coming state
administration to cut toxes will be
demonstrated by their actlon rel-
ative to the present law glving
bounties for the killing of coyotes.

According to the estimate of the
budget committtes it will be neces-
sary for Malheur county to tax
itnell §9,000 for the payment of
bounties next year, at least that
amount has been set for this pur-
poge, but it fs  doubtful whether
is sufficlent to meet the bhill.

What other industry in Malheur
county Is glven a bounty by the
state and taxpayers? Think of It!
With the pelts of coyotes worth
from $6 to $12 each, averaging
parhaps $9 apiece, the hunters are

given o further bounty to make
thelr business successful by being
permitted to dip Into the publie

treasury for $23 for cach male coy-
ote captured and $4 for each fe-

male. No wonder the hunters are
prosperous, No wonder the (Lax-
payars are burdened.

One hunter of whom we have

been told last year réecelved 31,000
for the destructlon of coyote pups.
This year he is sald to have re-
celved $700 for pup bounties. It is
sald by those who know that the fe-
male coyote returns to the same
den each year to bring her litler into
the world. The huntors know this
and know where the dens are lo-
cated. Thelr business is not a
temporary one, They are ot It
yoar after year, therefore being deo-
glrous of continulng in the business
they kill the pups but leave the old
fomales to bring on a new crop for
the coming yoar.

In this they are but followlng the
practice of the stockmun who does
not market his cows. Thoe records
on bountles collected shows this to
be true, and since it I8 the natural
thing to be expected It need hardly
be stated; it ls self evident,

The wonder Is that the public
has #o long stood ldly by and per-
mitted this condition to continue,
The reason for It may be found In
a natural desire of the shoep and
ciittle moen for protection for thelr
herds. 8o long as no other plan
was avallable to them thelr atti-
tude wns the natural one. Now,
however, gince the efficlency of the
government hunter system has been
demonstrated there should be no
hesitancy on thelr part to advocate
& change. In ldaho they have seen

the light and such eminent stock-

men as Hugh Sproat, after long
combating the hunter system has
now become one of its most pro-

nounced advocates,
Juy Dobbin of Enterprise, one of
the leading stockmen of Oregon Is

said to have been [nstrumental in
securing the opposition to & pro-
posal to abandon the * bounty sys-

tem in the 1919 session of the legis-
lature. If Mr. Dobbin and his
[riends were taxpayers in Malheur
we believe they would see
the need for some change In the
gystem., Oregon now owes Malheur
county $4264 for its share of boun-
ties already pald this year, or
rather gince Muy when Lhe state
fund was depletod, Malheur coun-
ity will pay out wnbout $4000 per
month from now until spring, and
n serious lnroad on the genefal fund
will thus result, Onpe of the best
means that wo know of to save
money for the taxpayers of this
connty and of the state is the aboll-
tion of the extravagant bounty sys-
tem, It is inefficient, the number
of coyotes living today proves it to
be so. Why continue longer to en-
rich a few hunters at the expense
of the Laxpnyers?
